An announcement of great inter- 
est and importance to N'arherlh was 
made yesterday liy the Merioii Title 
\- Trust Company. It relate- lei the 
plan.- for a new building to Imu-e 
the activities of the prosperous 
branch office which serves the 
borough. 

Realizing that the banking accom- 
niodati(jns in Narberth were entire- 
ly inadequate the Merioii Title & 
Trust Company during the last ! I.citcl 
winter negotiated the purchase of 
the V. M. C. A. building on I iavcr- 
ford avenue. It was then tlieir in- 
tention to remodel the first floor 
into a complete and up to date bank- 
ing quarter- for the 
lice. 

A recent ruling of the Attorney 
General of PennsyK ania on the 
maintenance of branch offices by 
trust companies, however, holds 
that trust companies must have a 
certain fixed place in which to 
transact business and this place is 
designated in the charter. That no- 
where in the law is any authority 
given for a trust company to extend 
its business by establishing branches 
outside of tlic place designated in 
its charter, his final dictum being 
that whether the charters of trust 
companies have been amended or 
not. they are confined in the estab- 
lishment of branch offices to the 
place designated in their charter as 
the principal place of business of 
the corporation. 

In the matter of the Merion Title 
& Trust Company the Attorney 
General further ruled that "place of 
business" meant Lower Merion 
Township and inasmuch as Nar- 
herth is a separately incorporated 
borough the Narherth office came 
within the "pale" of the ruling and 
should be discontinued in its pres- 
ent form. 

It was the general opinion that 
Narherth could best be served by 
the maintenance of a branch office 
of a large company such as the 
Merion Title & Trust Company 
rather than a separate institution 
and the board of directors therefore 
concluded that for the best interest 
of the people in Narherth and its 
business so as to afford the com- 
munity the facilities and the re- 
• sources of a company big enough 
to be of real service to it that they 
would move the Narherth office to 
a point in Lower Merion township. 

The property at the corner of 
Haverford and Narherth avenues 
on which the present log cabin is 
now situated was recently pur- 
chased from Mr. William D. Smcd- 
ley and on this property the Merion 
Title & Trust Company will erect 
a modern bank building having all 
the facilities such as safe deposit 
boxes, silver storage, coupon rooms, 
conference rooms, etc. 

It was the original intention of 
the Merion Title & Trust Company, 
when purchasing the Y. M. C. A. 
building, to remodel the second 
floor of the building for meeting 
rooms for community activities and 
it is with a spirit of reluctance that 
they find it necessary to discontinue 
this project hut they assure the 
people of Narberth and its vicinity 
that the banking home to be erected 
on the corner of Narberth and Hav- 
erford avenues will be a source of 
pride to everyone in the community 
and will be an institution that all 
can be proud of, it being distinctly 
a Narberth enterprise. 

A Remarkable Growth. 
The announcement of the plans 
for a new building come as the re- 
sult of the truly wonderful growth 
of the Narberth branch of the com- 
pany. 

Established on August i, 1915, 
the. branch started in a small store 
at the corner of the old Arcade, op- 
posite the station. As the business 
grew, larger quarters were found 
necessary, and the bank moved to 
its present quarters adjoining the 
Post Office. 

: These larger quarters, it was felt, 
would fill the needs of the institu-

Mr. I. eitch has been an employee 
of the company for iS years, lie 
started as a bookkeeper, progressing 
through various departments to his 
present important post. At the time 
of his election last week as treas- 
urer, he was assistant treasurer. 

A resident of Narberth. Mr. 
Lcitch is. and has been, one of its 
most active citizens, lie is a mem- 
her of Council, a director of the 
former Y. M. C. A., a vestryman at 
All Saints' Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and a director of four 
building and loan associations: the 
F.arlv Maturing, of Ardmore: the 
Lower Merion, the Overbrook and 
the Narberth. 

Mr. Leitch is still officially in 
charge of the local branch, although 
his new position calls him to Ard- 
more. No regular manager has been 
selected, and may not be until Presi- 
dent Richard J. Hamilton's return. 
At the present time Mr. Robert M. 
Whelan is assistant manager, and 
Miss Anna W. Kirk is clerk. 

The position of treasurer includes 
executive control over the entire 
banking department of the com- 
panv, and supervision over the two 
branch offices. Thus Narberth will 
not lose Mr. Leitch either as a citi- 
zen or as an active influence in the 
affairs of the local branch.

Another Step in Narberth's 

ness Growth. 
Another step in the rapid expan- 
sion of Narberth's business section 
was taken this week, when ground 
was broken for the new building of 
the Narberth Coal and Building 
Material Company. 

The new structure, in part an en- 
largement of the present building, is 
in the same location, Narberth and 
Haverford avenues. The pit was 
dug and part of the foundation laid 
for the new scales, and the work of 
construction, to he done by William 
D. and H. T. Smedley. will be 
started at once. 

The new scales is of the truck- 
type of the newest design. It is so 
locked that heavy traffic of coal 
trucks and busses will not jar the 
mechanism. The capacity is 40,000 
pounds. 

The building will be of 25-foot 
frontage, with two large display 
windows. In the front will be a 
large office and display room, hack 
of which will he file private office 
and store room. 

The second floor is to be finished 
for two offices, which will be rented. 
The windows in front will be of the 
casement type, with leaded glass. 
The design of the building is red 
brick with buff stucco panels. In 
every way the new structure is ex- 
pected to be a handsome addition to 
the business community. 

This is. one of the many improve- 
ments to the corner since the coal 
business was assumed by Mr. Ralph 
S. Dunne in April, 1922. The com- 
oanv operates five trucks, with 
modern attachments and numerous 
improvements have been made to the 
corner with the idea in the mind of 
Mr. Dunne to extend the influence 
of his business to the entire Main 
Line. 

This week there is announced the 
building plans of the Merion. Title, 
& Trust Company ; six new stores 
are well on the way to completion : 
two important corners have been 
sold, plans for which will be an- 
nounced before long.

It 
increased unhampered by them 
from 1916 to 1922 when (lOvcrn- 
n.ent entomologists brought :i few 
1 eniies from Japan and released 
h.Tii at Riverton. New Jerse\. 

it will be a great many years be- 
iore they increase sufficiently to at- 
fect appreciably the present increase 
in beetles. In the meantime the 
depredations and infested area will 
continually increase. 

" I he second reason why everyone 
■ f 11- must exert every effort in con- 
trolling the Japanese beetle is its 
unusual feeding habits. It is not at 
all fastidious in its choice of food. 
During the summer I have observed 
this pest feeding upon the following 
species oi trees, shrubs and flowcr- 
ng plants: Grape, clurr,. peach 
)lum, asparagus, rose ( blooms and 
eaves), elms, pussy willow, linden, 
sassafras, tamarix, apple, wistaria, 
lilac, plane tree, dahlia (bloom), 
hydrangea, hardy chrysanthemum, 
horse chestnut, viburnum, arborvi- 

te. juniper and a very large num- 
ier of weeds and grasses. In this 
list the first ten species seem to be 
1 (referred by this insect, but it was 
found upon the other kinds as well. 

"Moreover in quantity of food 
onsumed it is a glutton. I have 
seen a Concord yrape vine defoli- 
ated in two days. 

"In this list I have considered 
>nlv the feeding habits of the adult 
•eetle. The larva or grub also 
feeds. It is particularly fond of the 
succulent roots of lawn grass. This 
spring 1 counted 15 grubs in one 
spadeful of soil. In such quantities 
a lawn would he destroyed in one 
season. 

"It is hardly practical for us to 
light the grub on a large scale, but 
we can give battle to the adult 
bee'le. The most satisfactory 
method of attack, the arsenical 
;pray with flour, has been explained 
in detail. Yet there is one point in 
the use of this spray which I wish 
to emphasize. To insure the most 
satisfactory results a fine misty 
spray should be used and the shrub 
or tree should be completely 
drenched. If only the upper sur- 
face of the leaves are covered the 
beetle will feed upon the underside. 
Hence the necessity for covering all. 

"Remember, five beetles this year 
will mean 500 next year. It is 
easier to kill the five.'"

dished a com- 
prehensive article anent the 
Japanese beetle danger. 

Mr. A. I-:. Wohlert. of the Car- 
den Nurseries, has cautioned us 
against giving the impression that 
there is any great (jttantity of the 
pests in Narberth at present. The 
point is well taken, but the pub- 
licity of the Civic Association is 
for prevention, which, if taken 
care of now, will save untold 
trouble next year. 

In that regard, we have been 
very fortunate in securing a spe- 
cial article on the subject from 
Mr. H. G. Mattoon, forester, of 
Ardmore. 

Mr. Mattoon is qualified to 
speak on this subject, not milv be- 
cause of his wide experience in 
many parts of the country as an 
expert entomologist and arbicul- 
tttrist, but because of his own re- 
cent unpleasant experience with 
the beetle. While a resident of 
New Jersey, Mr. Mattoon saw 
the scourge descend by the tens 
of thousands upon his shrubs and 
garden, and knows the imminent 
danger facing Narberth. 

The article follows : 

"Only two days ago a man 
brought a common rose chafer to 
me and asked whether it were a 
Japanese beetle. On first thought it 
seemed incredible that anyone could 
have passed through the bom- 
bardment of words and pictures of 
the last two months and still be in 
ignorance of the character of seri- 
ousness of this foreign pest. Yet 
it is understandable. 

"Ordinarily our battles with in- 
sect pests and diseases of plants 
have been delegated to paid soldiers. 
We have been more willing to t'ig 
into our pockets to support an elab- 
orate system of State and Govern- 
mental supervision and control than 
to do the actual fighting ourselves. 
Our complacency has made us 
prodigal of our floral resources. 

"Now that the occasion has arisen 
it is not easy for us to realize our 
duty. Do not be misled. In this 
battle with the Japanese beetle it 
will require the untiring efforts of 
everyone of us to win. 

"There are two reasons why each 
one of us must bend every effort. 
In the first place this insect is of 
foreign origin. To the layman that 
may not sound so ominous, but in 
that fact lies its ability to increase 
with such rapidity. Our insect and 
plant world is a highly complicated 
and delicately balanced affair. Each 
species of insect is the prey of many 
other insects, or parasitic enemies. 
It is also subject to diseases as 
human beings are. Possibly the idea 
may best he conveyed by a para- 
phrase of an old quatrain : 

Great bugs have little bugs 

Upon theii- backs to bite them, 

And little bugs have lesser bugs 

Arid so ad infinitum. 

"If one of these insects which 
attacks plant life is. artificially trans- 
ported to a foreign soil it is free to 
increase without the controlling in- 
fluence of its parasitic enemies and 
diseases. 

"As specific examples of how ef- 
fective this control is ? . let me cite 
two cases of common insects. I f 
\6fiie" na'd: 'ej&mtn'cd'.1i"7fent"'cateiyiHar 
nest last spring; for every fullv 
grown worm he would have found 
a thousand that had died before at- 
taining their normal size. Some of 
these were killed by insect enemies;

PLAN FOR FALL 

I Mans for the fall activities of 
the local scout troop are being 
made, under the guidance of the 
Troop Committee. 

The duties and difficulties of that 
organization are discussed by one 
of the members, who writes : 

"Early in 1923 the then scout- 
master was overwhelmed with 
work, and at a meeting held to 
award badges to scouts, he publicly 
threatened to resign unless he could 
secure active co-operation from 
those interested in the work. He 
called for volunteers and as a re- 
sult of that meeting five men agreed 
to act as a Troop Committee. All 
they were requested to do was to 
solicit the funds which were turned 
over to the scoutmaster and there 
the Troop Committee rested, being 
really ignorant of the work and 
functioning more like the old-time 
Board of Directors who met once 
a month and O. K.'ed everything 
that had been done, and receiving 
a $10 gold piece for their services. 
In this instance, however, the gold 
pieces were not available. 

"In January, 1924, the Troop 
Committee met and were faced with 
the resignation of the scoutmaster, 
who claimed pressure of business 
absolutely prevented his continuing 
the work. The Troop Committee, 
green and untried without . proper 
records, knew not what to do, and 
declined to accept the resignation 
until some other scoutmaster could 
be secured. The retiring scout- 
master had suggested his successor, 
who was communicated with and 
duly appointed. 

"To those who know nothing of 
the Boy Scouts, let it be known 
now that there is an immense 
amount of work connected with the 
movement, which the new scout- 
master, his assistants and the Troop 
Committee never realized and they 
surely honor and appreciate the old 
scoutmaster for the years he put in 
practically alone. The early part 
of 1924 was therefore a period of 
trial and tribulation for all con- 
cerned, even the boys feeling it. 
Money was raised and work con- 
ducted as best "aS 'COuld~;be. Boys 
went to Camp Delmoht and had 
their usual good tirhe. 

"With the advent of the fall sea- 
son and reopening of scout work, 
much of the hard road has been

NEW LIBRARY DEPARTMENT 

Damaged Books to Be Promptly 
Repaired at the Community 
Library. 
Ki^litirn mi-mlicr* of till' lilirary 
staff fjiitluTccl at the library early 
one morning recently and put in the 
whole (lav cleaning the room, the 
hooks and all the appurtenances 
whereby more than i+cxxj volumes 
are annually distributed to the peo- 
ple of Xafherth. Aside from the 
])hvsical work accomplished it was 
also an interesting and stimulating 
occasion for the members of the 

staff. 

That day's session was more than 
merely restoring the books to their 
proper places and the elimination oi 
dust from obscure corners and 
nooks. Such a complete examina- 
tion of all the details of the library 
work naturally revealed some er- 
rors in tiling or recording which 
had been caused by pressure for 
time on one of the library's busy 
days. These discrepancies naturally 
furnished subject for discus-ion 
whereby they could be prevented in 
the future. 

As far as dust was concerned 
there was not much on the books as 
they are too much in demand for 
the dust to accumulate on them, but 
it was discovered that many vol- 
umes were seriously in need of 
repair as a result of constant usage. 
The problem of restoring damaged 
books is one which has confronted 
the library for some time because 
it is an art in itself. It is. of course, 
possible to send such books to be 
rebound, but this method is one 
which is beyond the financial re- 
sources of the community library 
except in the case of the more valu- 
able volumes. 

The large libraries with profes- 
sional staffs meet this problem by 
organizing a repair department of 
their • own and the restoration of 
damaged books is now a part of the 
training of all the professional 
librarians. 

This problem has been solved for 
the local library by appointing Mrs. 
Ernest C. Drew, of Chestnut ave- 
nue, an assistant librarian in charge 
of that department. Mrs. Drew is 
a trained librarian and has been 
connected with that work in many 
large libraries. The community 
libary. is, therefore, unusually for- 
tunate in being able to obtain her 
services which are given voluntarily 
the same as those of all others of 
Jhe local library staff. Mrs. Drew 
will be in the library for this work 
on Tuesday afternoon and within a 
short time it will be possible to 
restore such books to usefulness 
with a minimum loss of time and at 
no expense except the cost of the 
necessarv material for the work.
